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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reason for allowance. 

2. Regarding the claimed terms, the Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug 283 F.3d 1335, 
1340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1154 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore the Examiner must interpret 
the claimed terms as found on pages 1-41 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings, ... the inventor's lexicography must prevail . . . ." Id. 
Using these definitions for the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in 
the prior art. 

3. The closest prior art Whitehouse (U.S. Pat. No. 6,005,945) which discloses an 
online system for printing value bearing items. JP403293170 A , Ikeda, Jun discloses a 
recording apparatus for determining the capacity of a bit map memory usable for the 
sake of the storing of bit image data on the basis of set user default value and also 
determines a printing region from the recording width indicating switch of an operation 
panel. 

4. However, neither Whitehouse nor Ikeda fails to disclose the recite feature: 

5. As per claims 1 , 32 and 72 "a plurality of stateless cryptographic devices remote 
from the client system and capable of authenticating and processing VBI printing 
requests from any of the plurality of users using a respective transaction data records 
stored in the database, wherein when a VBI printing request from a current user is 
received by the server system, an available cryptographic device from the plurality of

cryptographic devices and the database cross-verify a copy of a last transaction data 
record stored in the database and stored in the available cryptographic device, before 
processing the VBI printing request from the current user, and wherein the server 
system sends a print authorization to the client system to print a VBI when the copy of 
the last transaction data record is cross-verified".
